Enemy Must Soon Retire From 
1914 Lines, Simonds Says.

neck of the salient. lt is becoming 
too deep as compared with its width, 
growing more and more to resemble 
that Marne salient which invited the 
Foch blow of July 18. AS a conse- 
quence Ludendorff must soon retire 
ont of the long-enduring ‘Paris 
front’ of the Germans, to which they 
retreated after the first battle of the 
Marne, and to which they have held 
ever since. 

No Grave Danger Yet. 

It would be a mistake to conclude 
that the tiermans within this Laon 
salient are as vet in any grave dan- 
Ber. rhev are not, because their 
western and most exposed flank is 
the long, deep trough of 
the Olse, which has been flooded 
from La Frere northward. In the 
same way the other side of the 

ielt is covered bv the successive 
ines of the Suippe, which has now 
heen reached bv the French: of the 
Retourne, and, tinally and most thor- 
oughly, they are protected by the 
upper Aisne between Chateau Por- 
cien and the Argonne.
